Feds Hit Pause on Maglev 
For the Incomplete Site EIS

The Federal Railroad Admin- 
istration (FRA) has temporar- 
ily paused its assessment of the 
proposed maglev train, giving 
the company more time to com 
plete an environmental impact 
statement (EIS), which had been 
due in October, If built, the high- 
speed maglev train would provide 
service between Washington, 
D.C., and Baltimore and would 
go under some portion of Green- 
belt 

The $10 billion maglev project 
has caused much local debate 
Many opponents of the train 
point out the environmental and 
housing damage that could be 
caused by tunneling under homes 
and digging up wooded areas for 
stations. Proponents emphasize

State Delegate Nicole Wil- 
liams (D-Prince George’s) said 
the EIS report should address the 
concerns of residents in Prince 
George’s, Anne Arundel and Bal- 
timore Counties.

These are 
uable authorities for helping 
control residential density and a 
historic community’s character, 
but he went on to say that the 
RPC can’t do anything else. The 
RPC standards and land uses 
are the same as the underlying 
zones, whether that makes sense 
or not. Also, under the RPC, 
any additions and alterations 
to Greenbelt Homes Inc. town- 
homes, single-family dwellings 
and public buildings are exempt 
from the DSP requirement of the 
RPC zone. In general, Williams 
said, single-family residential 
property under the RPC is treated 
the same as single-family resi- 
dential property anywhere else in 
the county except for density and 
requiring a DSP prior to issuance 
of use and occupaney permit 
NCOZ Goals 

The NCOZ, which will replace 
the RPC, will provide more flex- 
ibility and therefore better control 
of the community’s character, 
Williams emphasized. It will pro- 
vide additional or different design 
standards that could apply to 
new development or redevelop- 
ment such as density, block sizes 
(walkability will be key), yard 
depths and building setbacks, and 
more. Also, the NCOZ will re- 
quire planning director review for 
any new construction or expan- 
sion resulting in an increase of 
gross floor area of a building by 
15 percent or more. Creating the 
NCOZ will require a neighbor- 
hood study that will specify the 
development context in the zone. 

Williams said that the NCOZ 
purposes and goals include pres- 
ervation of the development 
characteristics of the New Deal 
community, including the e: 
ing superblocks, the garden city 
character, existing sustainable 
development practices and the 
existing green belt, The NCOZ 
will also regulate both the de-

Williams said that the NCOZ 
will be shown on the proposed 
zoning map, ial draft of 
the NCOZ text will be avail- 
able for review, and there will 
be an opportunity to testify on 
the NCOZ in March 2020. The 
NCOZ text will be converted 
to legislation and presented as 
such, and county Planning, Hous- 
ing and Economic Development 
Committee worksessions will be 
held on the proposed legislation. 
Public comments and written tes- 
timony will be accepted in June 
2020. Then, the NCOZ zoning 
map will be approved, along with 
the Countywide Map Amendment 
and the NCOZ legislation, after 
a public hearing and council en- 
actment (done via council bill). 
The new zoning ordinance and 
subdivision regulations, including 
the NCOZ, will take effect in late 
fall, 2020.

Greenbelt Cooperator Offered 
A Christmas Greeting in 1944 


The front page of the Decem- 
ber 22, 1944 Greenbelt Coopera- 
tor included a Christmas card-like 
drawing. Above the drawing was 
the following poem:

Todd Turner Re-elected

Council Hears Status Update 
On Parkway’s Jane Apartments

On December 16, the Green- 
belt City Council invited Tanya 
Bowman, property manager of 
the Jane Apartments, to a work- 
session in order to get an update 
on the current situation of the 
apartments, located on Parkway 
in Old Greenbelt. Last May, the 
property, formerly known as the 
Jane Realty Apartments, was 
bought by Faria Management. 
The company motto is “luxury 
affordable” and is focused on 
providing just that to all the ten 
ants that they service throughout 
the area, The Jane Apartment 
complex comprises 49 efficiencies 
and three two-bedroom units 

The first major issue addressed 
was a rent increase from $899 
per month, established by the 
previous owner, to the current 
$1,050 per month to all new ten 
ants, Bowman explained that the 
decision was based on a market 
survey that determined that the 
property was below market value. 
Longer-term tenants also experi- 
enced a percentage rise in rent. 

Faria Management is in the 
process of remodeling all the 
Jane units, including installing 
hardwood floors, appliances and 
windows. At present, this work 
is being done when tenants leave, 
but at some time in the future, 
the remodeling will be total. 
Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts expressed hope that there 
would be no redevelopment to 
the wooded area behind the com- 


plex. Bowman reassured him 
that there was no such plan as 
this was “a selling point” to the 
residents, 

Bowman has been working 
with Community Inspector An- 
thony Crump on learning the 
procedures and practices that 
come with being in Greenbelt, 
which council and stalf appreci- 
ated, These include working with 
the city on bulk trash pickup and 
acquiring the necessary permits 
for leasing signage. 

Even though Faria Manage- 
ment has requested that their ten- 
ants sign a one-year lease, they 
have allowed them to also opt for 
a six-month or month-to-month 
lease, especially for people look- 
ing to purchase a home. 

The previous owner had re- 
marked on the lack of available 
parking. Councilmember Leta 
Mach reintroduced the former 
idea of making Parkway a one- 
way street, thus allowing more 
parallel parking spots. Council- 
member Judith Davis indicated 
that the Planning Department had 
found significant problems with 
this. Bowman was unaware of 
any such plans but said he would 
raise the issue with the owner. 

Davis informed Bowman that 
Prince George’s County residents 
will be able to acquire a renter’s 
tax credit if they fall within the 
stipulated income level. 

Councilmember Emmett Jor- 
dan brought up Greenbelt’s “leg- 








acy of affordability” in regard to 
housing. He was quite interested 
to learn of Faria Management’s 
affordability practices in their 
other properties, such as Phyllis 
Wheatley YMCA that services 
low-income, formerly homeless 
women, He expressed the view 
that “you can almost have it all” 
when it comes to providing af- 
fordable living, green spaces and 
amenities and said it seems like 
Faria Management is trying to 
do that, 

Mayor Colin Byrd encouraged 
Bowman to seek out meetings 
with city economic and planning 
staif in order to receive most of 
the services at their disposal in 
Greenbelt. City Manager Nicole 
Ard recommended that Faria 
Management be part of the up- 
coming meeting of all the city’s 
apartment owners that occur ev- 
ery one to two years. Said Ard, 
“it is a good opportunity to net- 
work.” 

Council was keen on making 
it clear that Faria Management 
is a welcome new addition to 
Greenbelt and that they are al- 
ways available if needed.

the DSP, city staff has recom- 
mended that council support it, 
but with condition: 

“We spent a considerable 
amount of time going through 
different ideas and suggestion 
said Matthew Tedesco, legal 
counsel for the NRP Group. “The 
product of that is [the Advisory 
Planning Board’s] support [and] 
the applicant’s willingness to 
adjust. 

Among the conditions are that 
the applicant must consider a 
recreation trail around the pe- 
rimeter, as well as a solar energy 
system and a geothermal heating 
and cooling system. It also must 
provide some sort of shade for 
the playground, redesign some 
parking, and research ways to be 
more energy efficient. 

Councilmember Judith Davis 
suggested that the development 
hold regular tenant meetings, 
and Tedesco said the NRP Group 
planned to do so. 

Davis also suggested that the 
development ensure that there 
would be a place for Greenbelt 
News Review dissemination in 
public spaces of the facility. 

Jordan referred to recommen- 

dations from councilmembers at 
previous meetings with NRP that 
they incorporate a retail aspect 
into the development, 
“My only regret is the small 
retail piece,” Jordan said. “I think 
that it would have succeeded, or 
would succeed.” 

“We want to be proactive in- 
stead of reactive,” said council- 
member Silke Pope. She urged 
NRP to invest in education in the 
city so as to account for more 
students who will attend schools 
in Greenbelt. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts added, “There’s no school for 
these kids to go to.” 

He cited that as one of two 
reasons he was voting against the 
motion, The second reason, he 
said, was that “converting com- 
mercial property into residential 
property is just not a good deal 
for Greenbelt.

dashboard, the $10 billion project 
EIS has a new deadline of the 
end of February. She added that 
“The opponents of the project are 
happy about the delay but also 
understand that the battle against 
the project is not over.” 

The maglev project is sup- 
ported by Governor Larry Hogan, 
and proposed by the company, 
Northeast Maglev. On December 
17, the Baltimore Sun reported a 
statement by Northeast Maglev 
CEO Wayne Rogers saying: “It is 
not just one section, but further- 
ing the engineering throughout 
the entire project. Once provided 
by [Baltimore Washington Rapid 








Rail, the company’s Baltimore- 
based subsidiary], additional en- 
gineering will be reviewed by the 
appropriate agencies to determine 
any potential impacts and any 
need for further review.” 

On the same day, the Wash- 
ington Post reported that Rogers 
said the group is preparing addi- 
tional engineering information “so 
that more detail is available for 
review by the regulatory agencies 
and the public.”
